attacks were uncalled-for and has agreed to stop 
doing them. I should add that I disagree with 
Ron Brown's statement only in one respect: his 
remarks suggest that all FIMs were of the sort he 
(and I) complains about. Actually, the majority 
of the FIMs have been good-natured and unobjec- 
tionable. I'd estimate that about a half-dozen 
of the 20-odd FIMs thus far published were "feud'' 
issues. 

2. That's a good question about "phone 
games". However, before I answer it, let me not^ 
that e-mail games are not considered "irregular". 
The BNC has ruled that they are perfectly regular 
games (except for those which have some kinky 
aspect, which is exactly how . "postal service-' 
games would be treated). My complaint is about 
the notion that the games should not be rated, 
even though the BNC considers them regular. The 
BNC does point out in EVERYTHING which games are 
e*mail, but does not label them "irregular". 

Anyway, what about "phone games" (or "local 
games" or whatever)? First of all, I rate them. 
Frankly, I don't sen that there is any real dif- 
ference between these games and postal gam .s. 
That's arguable (see below), but I prefer to rate 
them. 

Second} yes, they are ''irregular 1 '. The BNC 
has considered them that virtually since the 

beginning. How do you know there was no uproar 
then? There certainly was disagreement witftthe 
policy once rating systems came into fashion anc 
it was discovered that such games wouldn't be 
rated. However, even if they had not been "irreg- 
ular", most Ratingsmasters would probably not. 
have included them. When I was BNC I noted that 
local and pfcone games were "irregular", because 
that was the way things were; but I didn't like 
the policy and rated the games anyway. I still 
do. 

The argument as to why they differ from 
postal games is that in local or phone games, 
most (if not all) of the negotiation is by voice, 
and is often face-to-face. There are people, 
the argument goes, who do much better negotiati lg 
that way than in writing. How, that is certainly 
true, but the question is whether it is signif- 
icant in relation to postal games. As a matter 
of fact, many postal games include negotiations 
which are by phone or in person. There are 
many players who consider themselves more persua- 
sive in talking than writing, and they often think 
nothing of investing in a lot of long-distance 
calls. Obviously only some players have this ad- 
vantage, but I don't hear anyone calling for any 
postal games to be declared "irregular" just 
because one or more of the players could afford 
LD calls. Considering the vagaries of mail 
across the US-Canadian border, it seems to me 
that you have a better case for putting the "ir- 
regular" label on games which include players in 
both countries. Or at least not rating such 
games. 

My own opinion is that a game should be rated 
unless there is a compelling reason, related 
to that game, for not doing so. The "reasons" 
advanced for not rating e-mail games are not only 
not compelling, they are not logical, not rele- 
vant, and (which is the worst) not toleran t. 
I had never realized until lately that people 
could actually be bigoted with respect to what 
medium you choose for the delivery of your maill
